Christmas night in Shanghai was marred by the

Shanghai, Dee. 26. 


‘greatest air disaster in Chinese aviation history when 
three air liners—two belonging to the Sino-American 
concern China National’ Aviation Corporation ‘and 
the other to the State-owned Central Air Transport 
Corporation—crashed, with a.death roll of at least 
62 passengers and air crews, in attempting to land 


in the fog enshrouded airfield. . 
injured, a few are now expected to survive. 

All three planes were coming from Chungking and 
carrying 2 reported total of 68 passengers and nine erew- 


men. The two CNAC planes,

a C-47 and a C-46, numbered 


140 and 116 respectively, crashed:outside Lunghwa airfield 
in-the southern suburb of Shanghai after their gasoline 


supply had run out. 


The CATC plane, number 48, 
with still onc hour’s -fuel re- 
serve, plunged into a farmhouse 
north of Kiangwan airfield, in a 
north-east suburb,. after shoot- 

_ing under. a. 160-foot -- weather 
ceiling in a rooftop approach, 


The pllots of both CNAC planes 
were American, Captain J. M. 
Greenwood, of 140 and Captuin R. 
B. Preus of 115, while a Chinese, 
Tommy Wing, was in charge of the 
CATC machine, . : 


The fate of the Americans Is still 
uncertain, although uncontirmed re- 
ports nay that Captain Greenwood 
was Icflled ond Preugs scriously in- 
jured. Tommy Wing perished with 
all _eloven occupants of his plane, 
including nine passengers. 


The two CNAC planes carried a 
total of 60 passengers, with six 
crewmen. : : 


Altogether 15 planes converged 
-on.. Shanghal —- last—-nlght,-- carrying 
more than a hundred = possengers 
eager ‘to spend Christmas here. 

Dense fog, however, enveloped 
the entlre areas os far back ns 
Nanking. Eight planes managed to 
land ‘safely, . - . 

Tho frst plane to crash, was the 
CATC C-47. It skipped Nankins, 
because of bad weather conditions, 
and tried to land at Kiangwan.: In 
zero visibility It overshot the land- 
ing strip and crashed into a farm- 
house. . . 

Tho {mpact crushed the farm- 
house, killing the mother and in- 
juring three of her children. . 

The second mishap took place two 
hours later when plane 140 crashed 
at Lunghwa alrfield, after futile 
‘efforts to blind-land by Instruments 
at Kiangwan, 

The second CNAC alrliner reached 
Shanghai at 5.30 p.m, local time and 
circled for about three ond a hall 
hours’ over Kiangwon, secking w

Rio de Janeiro, Dec. 24. 
Nineteen people were killed 
when the London-Buenos Aires 
airliner crashed in.a storm into 
the mountain-side 14 miles from 
Rio de Janeiro yesterday.

and Jlenrique Lecrois of Argentine, 

Among those on board was an 
Argentine diplomat who has not yet 
been named—he joined the plane at

Pearse. 


. Richard = Pearse, — formerly a 
squadron-leader in the Royal Alr 
Force, was on his way to take up a 
civil aviation post in Argentina. 
His wife, formerly Dorothy Spicer, 
was the well-known flyer and the 
Qrst woman to hold the British Air 
Ministry's A, B, and C and D fying 
licences,’ allowing her to pilot any 
type of plane. * 
* Early to-day rescue parties were
